E ditors H erald: In your paper of 
the 22d of April yon state that it is the 
intention of the Sonhtern Pacific Rail­ 
road to build a wharf in Santa Monica. 
This report has so often come to us that 
we place very little confidence in it. Two 
years ago tbiB coming May, the Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company applied to our 
Town Truttces for a wharf franchise. 
This was granted to them , and it was the 
hope of our citizens that they would go 
ahead and build the wharf. 
The two 
years’ franchise expires in May, and 
ihey have done nothing. 
YVe have lost 
all "confidence in the Southern Pacific 
Railroad, and we have come to the con­ 
clusion that if ever a wharf is built in 
Santa Monica it will have to be built 
by our citizens, and we have taken this 
m atter in hand and now we have suffi­ 
cient subscriptions to guarantee us to go 
ahead and bnild the wharf, which we in­ 
tend to do, and control oar own harbor, 
and all the talk about the Southern P a­ 
cific building a wharf here will not have 
the least effect upon our enterprise. We 
intend to build the wharf, own it and 
control it. The Southern Pacific railroad 
has kept oor town back long enough. 
Trie difference between the Southern Pa­ 
cific Railroad Company and our citizens, 
is this : We see the necessity of a wharf 
and they don’t want to, until some other 
company steps in and then they try to 
choke them off by saying what they in­ 
tend to do.

It looks very 
much as if they were going to try and 
have that franchise extended another 
two years. If the Southern Pacific Rail­ 
road" will guarantee to build a wharf in 
Santa Monica bay, land their steamships 
here, receive and uischarge freight—said 
wharf to be completed within six months 
after said franchise is granted—then, and 
not till then, will they ever get another 
franchise from the citizen^ oi our town. 
We want it impressed upon their minds 
that we, the citizens of Santa Monica, 
intend to go on with this work until our 
wharf is running out into the bay 2,000 
feet; and if the Southern Pacific will 
allow their steam ships.to land there, well 
and good; if not, others will come. 
And I here venture to say that our 
town will go ahead as it never has 
done before, and I will say that your 
aper has always been a friend to 8anta 
Jónica, and we heartily thank you for 
your friendship.

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CHINESE GAMBLING. 


T h e f l u i d i c l a t o W h i c h t h e m a t t e r 
I l a u G o t t e n . 
The Chinese gambling matter has suc­ 
ceeded in winding up the District Attor­ 
ney’s office, the police force and two of 
the Justice’s Courts into a very awkward 
eort of a snarl. There is so much per­ 
jury and lying, conspiracy and boodling 
on the part of the Celestials themselves, 
that it is just about hopeless to try to get 
to the right and wrong of the situation. 
It is the secret, and as yet unavowed, 
purpose of the palice department to allow 
gambling to continue amoDg the Chinese 
with the arrangement that the various 
games are to be raided at intervals, and 
the fines paid without contest by those 
who are arrested. In this way the city 
will receive a satisfactory revenue. The 
theory is that the games will run in any 
event, and if those who are arm ted 
choose to make a fight in the courts, it 
will cost the city more than it will ever 
get back in fines. 
To this very interesting arrangement 
a protest has been entered by a number 
of Chinamen who represent themselves 
as merchants, but who are said by the 
others to bs gamblers themselves, va­ 
grants, highbinders and marplots. The 
objectors filed a complaint sometime ago 
with the District Attorney, against about 
forty dealers and players. They engaged 
an attorney and went regularly about 
the business, as they declared, of stop­ 
ping the gambling. The others sav that 
it is only a blind, and the complainants 
want to be paid to let them alone. 
The warrant for the arrest of the 
g 
amblers was placed in the hands of 
oustable Fred. Smith, a county officer. 
The Police Department was very far 
from being pleased at this npseltiug 
of their plans, and one special poiiceman 
who assisted in the raid was dropped 
from the list. 
The District Attorney 
holds that it is his duty, as an officer of 
the State, to see that the laws are carried 
out, and will nót give way and allow the 
proposed “arrangement” of the games 
to go on. 
He proposes, with the assist­ 
ance of the counsel who has been en­ 
gaged by the complaining witnesses, to 
follow the case up to the end. 
A counter-check to the whole scheme, 
as outlined by the District Attorney, was 
administered last Saturday night. Sev­ 
eral Chinamen went to 
the 
Chief 
of 
Police 
and 
informed him that 
the 
six 
men 
whose 
names were 
on the original complaint were trying to 
get up a riot, and that the public safety 
demanded that they should all be ar­ 
rested. A complaint—a cross-complaint, 
it might be called—was then sworn out 
before Justice Stanton, and all six were 
arrested. 
Three were charged with 
inciting to riot, and three with vagrancy. 
They were all clapped into jail. 
Yesterday these eix prosecutors in the 
original complaint, but defendants in the 
cross-complaint, were brought before 
Justice Stanton. The leader of them is 
Wong Goff, the Arizona detective, who 
received 
a 
permit 
the other day 
from 
Mayor 
Hazard 
to 
carry 
a 
weapon, .on the ground that a reward 
has been offered by the highbinders 
for his head. 
The District Attorney 
found himself placed in a peculiar posi­ 
tion, that of being compelled to fight 
against his own witnesses. The attorney 
against the gamblers appeared for tbeir 
defense and the attorney for the gamblers 
proposed to assist the prosecution, but 
the District Attorney would have none of 
him. After something of a wrangle the 
case was continued until to-day. The 
six Chinamen managed to give bail and 
were freed.

Tbe selection of San Bernardino county 
in which to locate the new Insane Asy- 
lam will give a wide scope of ten^ory 
from which to choose a ¿uitable eite for 
the new institution. Territorially, San 
Bernardino county is nearly as large as 
the whole State of W est V irginia; two 
and a half times larger than New Jersey; 
twice as large as New H am pshire; as 
large as the States of Massachusetts, 
M aryland and Delaware together; and 
half as large as the State of New York. 
It must be apparent to people abroad 
that San Bernardino offers an ample 
field to hold the insane, not only of this 
State, but of the whole Union. 
The 
most distinguished alienist? hold that 
no 
individual 
is so mentally per­ 
fect 
that 
he 
has 
not 
a 
touch 
of lunacy on some particular point. 
Should 
this 
idea 
bo 
elaborated, 
and all sorts and degrees of insanity in 
the United States seek asylum in South­ 
ern California, it would not be for lack 
of territory that the new institution 
could not be made large enough to hold 
them. 
San Bernardino has many locali­ 
ties that are well suited for an asylum. 
Nothiug could be more ealnbrious than 
her mountains. 
By the way, Governor 
W aterm an's old home near Arrowhead 
SpringB would make a most excellent site 
for the new asylum. It has natural me 
diciual springs of great curative value, 
and bosky gulches where the pure water 
of the mountains ripples along peren­ 
nially. 
It would indeed be an obdurate 
case of insanity th at would not yield to 
to the hygienic virtues of the Waterman 
springs and their surroundings. As the 
Governor is immensely rich, and has 
a net income of over $500 a day from 
only one of hie mines, it would be the 
neat thing for him to do to donate three 
or four hundred acres of his home ranch 
to the State. 
Besides, he will want an 
Insane Asylum handy to his home when 
be retires to private life. It is not to be 
expected that a m an who has spent four 
years in wrestling with the lunacies of 
Boruck and Maelin can break off sud­ 
denly from such associations with im­ 
punity. 
He will want to taper off gradu­ 
ally, as the heavy drinkers have to do, 
and tbe proximity of an Insane Asylum 
would be the exact thing suited to his 
case. 
Let us hope tLat, for his own sake 
and for the eake of the State, he will 
present the Commissioners with the re­ 
quired site.

lot of unfcrapulous speculators who find 
it very dificult to make ends meet. In 
describing Lower California as substan­ 
tially like Los Angeles county and tbe 
rest of tbe eligible portions of Southern 
California, a great injustice is done to 
this section, la effect, it is being stabbed 
in the back by a j inrnal which ought to 
stand by it. 
Those Easterners and 
foreigners who have seen Lower Cali­ 
fornia, and whose acquaintance with 
the southern portion of Alta California 
is confined to riding over its desert parts, 
will, if they accept the 
Tribune’* ac­ 
counts of the country in which it is pub­ 
lished, as trne, dismiss the whole south­ 
western end of the United States as good 
for nothing.

S t . Lours, April 22.—Special dispatches 
from Oklahoma say everything was on 
the i]ui tive to make the grand ru9h 
across the line at noon. 
Large sums are 
being paid for swift horses, th a t pur­ 
chasers may reach choice sites first. 
There is as much as, if not more, strug­ 
gling for townsites than for sections. 
It 
ie said that three or four town companies 
are going for Guthrie, half that number 
for Oklahoma City, about twenty lor 
Kingfisher, while there are applicants 
for sites on almost every section. T he 
trouble between the townsite companies 
promises to be as dangerous as among 
the claim hunters. 
Bold schemes have 
been concocted. 
It is evident there is 
not room enaogh for them in Oklahoma. 


’k r is c o t o w n s it e s h a r p s . 
Capitalists of San Francisco have feat 
an agent, George W. Perkins, to find a 
site for a town which they will build and 
call ’Frisco. 
Perkins and party stood 
upon the rear platform after leaving Pur­ 
cell.

The chanceB 
are that the location of ’Frisco will be 
near this bridge. 
Troop? are being as

HOMB SLICK DEPUTIES 
Laet night there arrived at Oklahoma 
City seven men, bearing Deputy M ar­ 
shals’ papers entitling them to enter the 
country. One m an, aged 20, wore a fine 
broadcloth suit, and carried a gold­ 
headed cane. There is not one in tbe 
party who ever made an arrest.

Sworn bands have been formed that 
those who are left out will make a united 
rush and occupy the Cherokee strip, hop­ 
ing to get so many on it that the Govern­ 
ment will not think it wise to drive 
them off. 


DANGEROUS FORDING. 
A r k a n s a s C i t y . April 22.—Compara­ 
tively few of the “ boomers’ ” wagons and 
men reached the Oklahoma line until 
last night, and this morning Salt Creek, 
which winds through the strip, and ou 
the banks of which the Ponca reservation 
is situated, caused the settlers much de­ 
lay. The rains bad made it so high 
that fording was dangerous, and only a 
few were foolhardy enough to ventureit. 
Friday morning fully 700 wagons wanted 
to go across. A woman aad two children 
and a number of cattle were drowned at 
the ford. 


POURING OVER THE LINE. 
Captain Hayes and his troops got to 
the Oklahoma border this morning. A 
careful estimate by a reporter who was 
on the border last night is that within 
a radius of five miles from tbe border 
entrance on the Ponca trail fully 500 
men were at least a mile over the line. 
W ire fences divide the Strip from Okla­ 
homa. The men did not know the fence 
was the dividing line, or, if they did, 
heeded it not. No soldiers were there to 
dispute their entrance or tell where the 
line was. 
Without let or hindrance a 
great number of people went into Okla­ 
homa as early as Saturday night. A 
cattleman at Red Rock said last night 
that, as he came through Oklahoma from 
Galveston, he counted over 100 men in 
the bushes along through Oklahoma. 


THE TRAINS LOADED DOWN. 
The crowd at the depot is larger than 
expected. Four trains with ten coaches 
each stood ready for the start. Crowds 
of people walked up and down on the 
topB of the cars. The moment the doors 
were thrown open the cars were filled. 
It is estimated that 5,000 were at the 
depot awaiting transportation before tho 
train started. The town is almost de­ 
serted. Many women are among the 
Guthrie lioomers. 
At 8:45, when the first train pulled 
out, many freight trains had been sup­ 
plied with seats, to follow later. At St. 
L o u íb and San Francisco crossing, where 
a stay was necessary, people besieged 
the first train, but the guards kept 
them off.

THE RUSH TO GUTHRIE. 


N e w t o n , K an., April 22.—Three train- 
loaite for Oklahoma left this morning, 
including capitalists, who will open a 
bank and stores at Gnthrie. 


W ic h i t a , Kan., April 22.-—Three train 
loads of boomers, numbering 1,500, left 
for Oklahoma this morning over the 
Santa Fe. A large number also left by 
the Rock Island. Another call has been 
wired for every passenger car of the 
Santa Fe not in use. An extra will be 
made up of cattle cars. It will be night 
before tbe last traiu reaches Guthrie. 
The number going from all the towns of 
Southern Kansas is far greater than 
anticipated. 
Many hundreds go down 
merely to see the scramble, with no idea 
of remaining. 
It is believed the stage 
line at Pend Creek, on the Rock Island, 
will be totally unable to accommodate the 
crowds.

ENTERING ON THE STRIP. 
The strip was reached aDd it was 
greeted with a cheer which rolled from 
the news car in front to the rustlers’ 
caboose behind. 
It marked their de­ 
parture from State government toward a 
country where a government is yet to be 
established. 
Still the Cherokee country 
lay between them and the Rainbow 
Land. 
Along the Pawnee trail the train also 
passed caravans of boomers’ wagons, 
many of them going south, but some re­ 
turning toward Kansas. 


A BBATTLE ENGLISHMAN CAUGIIT. 
Between Willow Springs 
and 
the 
Poncha Agency, somebody in the news­ 
paper car discovered a man riding ou the 
truck beneath the coach. 
When the 
train ¿topped at Poncha, the adventurous 
boomer on wheels was taken up into the 
car and elected an Honorary member of 
the Press Association. 
He gave his 
nam e as Harvey Sadler, and eaid he 
was born in England, but had been in 
this country for nine years, and had 
come all the way from Seattle, W. T., to 
get a foothold in Oklahoma. 
He was 
elected as representative of the London 
Time», and also as the mascot of the 
new city of Guthrie. 
At the last station outside of tbe Okla­ 
homa territory there was a great crowd 
of the boomers, who had forsaken their 
teams and hoped to get in quicker by 
rail. Tuere being no room inside, they 
climbed on top of the coaches, and the 
entire train from one end to the other 
was lined with them. 
In this way the 
line was reached about 5 minutes after 
12 o'clock. 


TH E NOON TRANSFORMATION SCENE. 
Before the late dead-line was reached 
and passed, however, a great t&nsfor- 
mation scene had begun, and waB plainly 
visible to the watchers from the train. 
First came in view white tipped wagons 
gathered together in groups on the level 
prairie, or in tbe litte valleys which di­ 
versify the face of the country. It was at 
once noticeable that teams were not to be 
seen in any of theee camps, aud it was 
plain that they had been taken out of 
their harness to be ridden across the 
border by hard riders, who were to 
ocate claims. 


THE STAMPEDE TO THE SOUTH. 
A little further on, and this conclusion 
proved to be the correct one, for the en­ 
tire face of the country, as far as the best 
field glass could carry the sight, was 
overrun with horspmen galloping to the 
southward. The fleetest horses had evi­ 
dently been picked for the work, and 
they were carrying their riders rapidly to 
the longed-for goal. Rides of fifteen or 
twenty miies were made in incredibly 
short time by old boomers who were 
fam ilitr with the country, and who knew 
where the desirable lands were located. 
The day was cloudless, and far away on 
the horizon, both to the east and west, 
clouds of dust cculd be seen ascending 
from the hoofs of hundreds of horses, 
rushing towards different destinations, 
in most cases, bat some of them towards 
the same. 
A RACE FOR A HOMESTEAD. 
One race for a goal could be easily dis­ 
tinguished. The riders were apparently 
evenly mount id. They rode neck and 
neck for a mile or two a lo n g the t r a i l as 
far as they could be seen, and iheir eage 
and intense looks and merciless la s h iD g r 
were sufficient evidence of the prize they 
were running af:er. 


AN EMPTY SADDLE. 
One saddled but riderless horse was 
seen galloping rlong the trail, an ominous 
sign of some accident or fatality which 
had befallen the rider. 
Some went with 
charge cf horses aud were evidently 
riding relays toward the goal. 
Out of 
the dust which aroBe toward the east 
could be seen, after the train had reached 
the sum m it of a high ridge, a wagon cara­ 
van which was fully two miles in length 
and which was being sped to the utmo?t 
speed of its horses. 
These caravans 
were plainly out distanced by the horse 
back riders, and the crowds were com- 
jioeed of speculators, adventurers, sight­ 
seers, thieves, etc. 
FEW HOMESTEADERS IN THE UBOWD. 
The farming elemeut was not largely 
represented, os all of the homesteaders 
have gone on before. There were men 
in the car? from every great city and 
im portant point in tbecoum ry, and there 
was no State or Territory in the country 
which did not have its representatives. 


THE 
PENCIL-PU8HERH. 
The newspaper coach was I he first out 
of Kansas City. It contained represen­ 
tatives of all the leading newspapers in 
the country who were compelled to yield 
their room and comfort for the good of 
the cause. At Arkansas City there were 
over seventy-five coaches Bidetracked in 
the yards awaiting the rush. All of 
these* were lowered into the yards some 
distance below the depot. The crowd 
began gathering on the platform two 
hours before daylight, 
and long be­ 
fore the first faint streak of the dawn of 
the fateful day, the city was awake and 
stirring. The streets presented a lively 
and picturesque appearance. 


THE CARS TAKEN BY STORM. 
Hundreds, in their imj>atience to get 
aboard, rushed down en masse into tbe 
yards and attempted to force an entrance 
into the cars, all of which were securely 
locked. The excitement may be judged 
of from the fact that a large num ber of 
coach windows were broken out by people 
who were anxious to secure seats, it was 
iu vain for the officials to say that the 
trains wonld run in sections, fifteen min­ 
utes apart. 
Every man there wanted to 
be fifteen minutes ahead of everybody 
else, and not fifteen minutes behind any­ 
body. The first section made up con­ 
sisted of nine coachei, tbe newppjjier 
coach and one caboose. It pulled out at 
8:45, railroad tim e, drawn by engine 266. 
It was 9:30 when tbe line which marks 
the State line and tbe dividing line from 
the Cherokee Nation was pawed# 
TnE RACE TO TH E SW IFT. 
After several miles of territory had 
been traversed, it was seen that the best 
riders were winning the best prizes. 
One homesteader, who had secured a 
magnificent quarter section of rolling 
land, dug a hole two or three feet deep at 
that corner of it where the surveyor’s 
section post was located, and where he 
had driven his stakes. 
Not looking 
upon these evidences of possession as 
sufficient to confirm his title, he seized 
his Winchester rifle, as the train went 
by, and fired oat all the contents, and 
then emptied his revolver, yelling like a 
cowboy or Comanche Indian all the 
time. Not onlv the yells, but the shots, 
were responded to from the train, and a 
volley went up into the air from the en­ 
tire length of the train which proved 
conclusively how well tho party was 
armed, in the expectancy of w hat might 
happen a few miles the other side of the 
line. 
T n s s o l d i e r s ’ c a m p . 
The train stopped at the military post, 
where the white tents of the soldiers and 
the officers’ tents, surrounded by the 
national colors, were a gratifying evi- 
oI power sufficient to maintain 
5th regiment of cavalry 


of the United States Army,was quartered 
there, and the officers said that at the 
sound of the bugle at high noon, there 
had been a movement among the boom­ 
er? camped along the burder which had 
extended rcross the entire frontier line 
and that tho riding had been fast and 
furious ever since, some of the prospect­ 
ors running to Guthrie to file their entries, 
and others going to locate on land and 
secure a prior rights to possossiou by act- 
nal occupancy. 
A PICTURESQUE SCENE. 
The scene was one of the most stirring 
and picturesque ever witnessed. The 
smoke of myriad camp fires lighted to 
cook the first meal in Oklahoma began 
to ascend in all directions, and before the 
firbt train of land speculators rushed to 
the future great city of Guthrie, the 
farmer had already become the possessor 
of a great deal of land, and more than 
one furrow of virgin soil was turned over 
to the sun which had made the day glo­ 
rious as well as memorable. 


ARRIVAL AT GUTHRIE. 
It w as twenty minutes after 12 o’clock 
when the first section of the great Atchi- 
sou train reached tbe line, and its pro­ 
gress from that point on to G uthrie was 
not rapid enough for the rapid m en who 
wanted to get there in a hurry, before all 
the cream was skimmed off the m ilk. 
Nevertheless it lacked but a few m inutes 
of 1 o’clock when the train stopped in 
front of the G uthrie depot. Before the 
train came to a stop it was seen that 
somebody was already there. In fact 
the town was well populated. Tents 
were numerous on the eastern slope, and 
stakes were sticking up outof the ground 
like poles in a beau patch. 
Men could 
be seen racing in the direction of valu­ 
able holdings, and the scene was as busy 
aud anijnated a one as it is possible to 
imagine. 
“ c u r s o r y ” OBSERVATIONS. 
Profanity abounded among the Arkan­ 
sas City and Wichita m en, as well as 
those from other joints. 
If there had 
bt*9n a j»roej»8ct of shooting at any time 
to-day, it was when tbeae men found 
themselves baffled at the gamo of freeze- 
out. but they were compelled to swallow 
their wrath, for, according to all techni­ 
calities in law, the men in possession 
were the rightful owners, and the men 
who had been left out were the ones who 
had been the most persistent in their de­ 
mand for the law ’s enforcement. There 
was nothing to do bat to take what was 
left, ana it was in the scramble to get 
these 
that 
the 
moat 
ludicrous 
scene 
of 
the 
day 
w h s 
j>rcsented, 
the men falling over each other in their 
efforts to get out of the cars. 
Every variety of man along the frontier 
made up the arm y which charged the 
land office al the top of the knoll, n o t in 
a body but in detachments. Tbe land 
office was not the point of their destina­ 
tion, thongh it stands at the corner of a 
section and is, thertfjre, the present 
center of the 
town. 
But 
it 
was 
not to 
secure the lots nearest 
to 
it that the ruBh was made. 
There was 
little left near it, for ¿takes had already 
been driven, almost to the lim it of the 
half section of 320 acres showed for the 
town sit? as the law now stands. There 
was a small margin, and this was being 
rapidly wiped out by the same men who 
had already apprcj>riated nearly every­ 
thing in sight. 
It was but a few minutes 
until the lice was reached, and the back 
action movement of taking up lots which 
nobody had wanted before began. 
DISAPPOINTMENT AND BLASPHEMY. 
W hen the second and third sections of 
the train arrived and found everything 
cornered, the air was blue for miles 
around 
tbe 
metropolis. 
There was 
nothing to do, however, as every lot was 
protected by rifles and revolvers, and if 
shooting began, there was no telling 
where it would stop. 
The only recourse 
left to the disappointed men was to buy 
out such holders of lots as were willing to 
sell or run the risk of taking land out­ 
side of the legal limit. 
Both courses 
were adopted and a good number of 
Guthrie City lota changed handB. The 
first ¿ale made was by a man named 
Rummels, of Malvan, Kansas, who sold 
a twenty-five-foot-front lot, near the 
land office 
for 
$5 
to 
an old doc­ 
tor, 
a 
resident 
of one of the In ­ 
dian rest rvations adjoining Oklahoma. 
The purchaser refused $50 for the lot five 
minutes later. Several transfers were 
made to-day, and others, who were de­ 
termined to locate here, drove stakes 
outside the town line. This is prepara­ 
tory tq the jmrchase of homesteaders’ 
rights and the extension of the city 
limits. 
A BOOM CITY STARTED. 
No one who had never seen a Western 
town take form and shape, can compre­ 
hend how quickly a full-rigged city, with 
a double-deck boom, can he put in mo­ 
tion. 
G uthrie already has its Main 
street, its Harrison street, its Guthrie 
avenue and its Oklahoma avenue, and 
this morning it was a wilderness where 
the antelope sported and the jack rabbit 
flapped its ears in the sun. 


FIRST MUNICIPAL ELECTION. 
In the afternoon at 4 o’clock, the first 
municipal election occurred. 
The elec­ 
tion notice ajqiesred to-day in the Okla­ 
homa Herald a daily paper published at 
Guthrie 
on 
the ’ tiist 
day of 
its 
existence. 
The 
Council 
will 
be 
elected at the same 
time. 
Nearly 
ten thousand 
votes were jicjlled aa 
there are about that m any men in Gath- 
rie with the intention of becoming citi­ 
zens. The leading candidates for Mayor 
are Adjutant-General Reice, of Illinois, 
William Constantine, of SpriDgfield, O., 
and T. L. Bumner, of Arkansas City.

strong dark horse is T. Volney Haggett, 
of Hnron, Dak. 
TH E BANK OF OKLAHOMA. 
The Bank of Oklahoma opened for 
business at Guthrie to-day with a capital 
stock of $50,000. M. W . Levy, a Wichita 
banker, is president. The new ci'y is 
flooded with business, cards of all des­ 
criptions representing every line of trade 
and business, imaginable. 
POSTAL ARRANGEMENTS. 
A mass of mail is expected to reach 
the Guthrie poetoflice every day. 
It is 
now being run by a postal clerk detailed 
for that purpose, bat Mr. Flynn, the 
lately appointed postmaster, will take 
charge in a day or two. 
CO BNERINO TOWN LOTS. 
A sell erne, which resulted in the prac­ 
tical corn ering of the town lots, tc-day, 
originated, as has been frequently indi­ 
cated in this corresjiondence, with the 
Atchison, Toj»eka and Santa Fe Rail­ 
way, probably in combination with a 
syndicate, who have been hard at work 
in Arkansas City for a week or more 
past. As stated before, num bers of the 
men have been going into the territory 
as deputy marshals, and others, under 
permits, as railroad employes. The m ar­ 
shals were airojdy commissioned and not 
sworn in and the railroad men were not 
burdened with official orders. They all 
did their work to-day, and did it well. 
The officials in tbe G uthrie land office 
say that the men seemed to spring out of 
the earth as noon approached, and that 
it did not take fifteen minutes to occnpy 
half the town Bite.

Everything is reported quiet along the 
Canadian River. 
Purcell is a deserted 
village, and a little station on the A tchi­ 
son road, about eight miles north of it, 
was laid out as a towcsite. 


NO LIKELIHOOD OF BLOOD8IIED. 
It is evident that Oklahoma is to be 
opened peacefully and without blood­ 
shed. The crisis was passed to-day. A 
great number of her citizens are law- 
abiding and those who are not will be 
suppressed by the strong hand of frontier 
justice, aided by the military authority 
under command of General Merritt, who 
established his headquarters at Okla­ 
homa City. There are now about 500 
troops in the territory, and they will be 
kept here until order is assured. 


ON T IIE FORT RENO TRAIL. 


W i c h i t a , Kan., April 2 2 .—The Daily 
Eagle1» special, dated Pond Creek, via 
Caldwell, K ansas, says: 
“ Exactly at 
noon the gates to the Promised Land 
were thrown open to about 15,OOo people 
on the old Caldwell and Fort Reno trail. 
It was one of the most exciting events 
ever witnessed in the W est. The people 
seemed very much excited, and, as they 
were strung for miles up and down, they 
rushed in as though it was the only land 
in the United States unoccupied. They 
moved on quickly, every one seeming 
confident that they would get the Fpecial 
one hundred and Bixty acres that they 
detired. Some are scattering towards 
their claims, but most of them are mov­ 
ing rapidly towards the land offices. The 
high water of the Cimarron has subsided 
and no further trouble is anticipated.

THE RESCUED ARRIVE. 


Gallant Captain Murrill, of 
the Missouri. 


HE IS T H E HEKO OF TH E HOUB. 


His M odest N arrativ e Told, in B rief 
and Sim ple L an g u ag e— A 
Noble Deed Doue. 


(A ssociated P re ss D ispatches to th e H e r a l d I 


D e l a w a r e , B r e a k w a t e r , April 22.— 
The steamer Missouri sailed for Phila­ 
delphia at 7 :30 this morning. DeUils of 
the wreck of the Dannemark are ex­ 
pected on her arrival there. 


L e w i s , D el., April 22.—No communi­ 
cation could be had from the shore with 
the steam er Missouri this morning. She 
will reach Newcastle, Del., probably be­ 
tween 12 and 1 o’clock, and get to Phila­ 
delphia late this afternoon. 


N e w Y o r k , April 22.—It is likely that 
some of the passengers of the steamer 
Dannemark, who were rescued by the 
steamer Missouri, will be in New York 
to-night. 
This forenoon a dispatch was 
received by the agents of the Danne- 
mark from Peter Wright A Sons, at 
Philadelphia, agents of the Missouri, 
that the latter left Delaware Breakwater 
this morning, and would bo in Phila­ 
delphia between 2 and 3 o’clock this 
afternoon. Captain M urrell, of th e Mis­ 
souri. telegraphs: 
“ The Mineouri arrive# all well, with 
365 passengers of the steamer Danne­ 
mark, abandoned on April 6th. 
The 
rest of the passengers and crew, 340, 
landed at St. Michaels. 
All are well, 
l ’jeuse see the Thingvalla line agents to 
make all arrangements to forward these 
people to New York to-night.” 


P h i l a d e l p h i a , April 22.—The steam ­ 
ship Missouri, with 365 people from the 
wrecked 
steamship 
Dannem ark, ar­ 
rived at the American Line Company’s 
dock this evening. 
All of the Danne- 
m ark’s passengers look hearty and bright, 
and show no signs of the hardships which 
they must have necessarily endured. The 
General Passenger Agents of the Thing­ 
valla Line stated that all of them would 
be forwarded to their destination from this 
city, if satisfactory arrangements conld 
be made. Nearly all the em igrants are 
bound for points in the West. 


STORY OF THE RESCUE. 
Captain Hamilton Murrill, CommanJer 
of the Missouri, furnishes the following 
statem ent: 
“ We left London with a 
;eneral cargo for our first trip to Phila- 
ielphia March 28th. On April 5th we 
sighted the steamer Dannemark flying a 
signal of distress. We bore down on the 
steamer and iound her disabled. Captain 
Knudsen, her Commander, reported that 
the tail end of bis shaft was broken and 
he 
wished 
me to take 
the vessel 
to 
New York. 
Owing to the state 
of 
the 
weather, 
and 
because 
of 
the fact 
that I was 
not 
prepared 
to accommodate such a number of people 
I drclmed to accede to his request, but 
ofiered, instead, to tow his vessel to the 
nearest port. 
This offer Captain Knud- 
sen accepted. 
The vessels proceeded 
slowly, h ead id g northwest for St. John’s, 
N. F ., which was considered the beet 
port to make under the circumstances. 
The wind blew with tremendous force all 
night, and progress waB moat difficult. 
On April 6th, at 5:30 a . m ., finding we 
could make no headway in a westerly 
direction, and seeing ice to windward, I 
decided to abandon my hope of reaching 
St. John’s, and determined to make the 
Vzores Islands. 
A CHANGE OF COURSE. 
“ I signalled my determination to the 
Captain of the Dannemark and he agieed 
that this wa* the best course to pursue. 
At 7 a . m . the Dannemark signalled,*'We 
are leaking considerably; there is now 
three feet of water in the aft hold and it is 
S 
aining rapidly.” 1 asked what I should 
o, and the signal came, “ Keep on tow­ 
ing.” 
“ Two hours later the Dannemark again 
signalled us, “ The Dannemark is pink­ 
ing ; we must abandon the sh ip ; will you 
take our passengers?” 
W ithout a mo­ 
ment’s hesitatiou I signalled back,“ Yes, 
1 will take all on board and do the best 1 
m .” 
1 then cut the tow line and we dropped 
down to the Dannemark. 
Chief Officer 
Glen, of that vet sel, came on board the 
Missouri and informed me of the condi­ 
tion of his ship. 
He said that Oaptain 
Knudsen had decided that, for the best 
interests of those on the ship, it would 
be b.tier to abandon her, and get all the 
people on 
board the Missouri while 
there was plenty of time. 
A heavy swell was running during all 
of this terrible day, making the work of 
Temoving the people from the sinking 
ship one of great difficulty, and it was 
only by the hardest kind of work we 
were able to avoid accidents to both the 
people and the boats. The women and 
children were removed first, and after 
them, the m ale passengers and crew. At 
2 p . m . we finished the work of transferr­ 
ing 
the 
passengers, 
having con­ 
sumed 
nearly 
five 
hours, 
and 
getting 
everybody 
with 
the 
ex­ 
ception 
of 
the 
officers 
safely 
on the Missouri without a siuglo accident 
of any kind. 
An hour later, the barom­ 
eter began tailing and I sent word to 
Captain Knudsen and his officers to 
leave the ship and come on board the 
Missouri and, after getting some provis­ 
ions from the Dannemark, which had 
now settled very perceptibly in the water, 
the vessel 
was 
finally abandoned, 
Captain K nudsen being the last to leave 
the ship. I then counted heads and 
found we had, in addition to our own 
créw of forty men and four passengers, 
609 cabin and steerage passengers, and 
pixty-nine of the officers and crew of the 
ill-fated steamer. 


THE LAST SIGHT OF THE STEAMER. 
Our last view of the 
Dannemark 
showed the vessel to be rapidly going 
down, her stern being almost even with 
the pea and the water breaking over her, 


MAKING ROOM FOR THE RESCUED. 
We threw overboard moBt of our deck 
cargo, consisting principally of bales of 
ragB, in order to make room to accom­ 
modate so large an addition to our pas­ 
senger list. 
On looking over our provis­ 
ions we found, after a careful estimate 
of the nember of mouths to feed, that 
we only had enough food on board to 
last three days, and I determined to 
mako all possible haste to reach the port 
of tit. M ichael’s, which was 720 miles 
away. 
AN UNEXPECTED PASSENGER. 
On April 7 th , at 1:20 a . m ., a b o u t te n 
hours after the transfer was made, Mrs. 
Linnie, aged 18 years, a Danish woman 
who was on her way to America to m e e t 
her husband, gave birth to a girl in my 
cabin. The little stranger was christened 
Atlanta Missouri. The child was beru 
during a howling storm, which rocked 
the vessel and caused the sea to orsuk 
over ns. 
The weather was very threatening at 


the time. The wind increased in vio­ 
lence as the night wore on. 
E very thing 
possible was done to mako the passen­ 
gers comfortable. 
Awnings and sails 
were 
brought 
out and used as a 
partial 
protection 
to 
the 
panic- 
stricken emigrants. 
The 
gale 
kept 
increasing in fury, and there was a tre­ 
mendous Bea running which continually 
broke over the vessel and, taken alto­ 
gether, things looked dubious. 
It must 
be remembered th a t we were very short 
of provi-ions, and this storm, at the very 
outset of 
onr 
journey 
toward St. 
Michael’s, 
made 
us 
fearful 
of 
reaching that port safely. 
By 
day­ 
light of April 8th, however, the gale m a­ 
terially decreased, and we were able to 
make fair progress, and on April 10*h, 
we arrived at Ft.Micl a Js. On April 11th 
we landed 370 of the passengers and crew 
of the Dannem ark, including Captain 
Knudsen, at St. Michaels, on the same 
day. 
SVe sailed from St. Michael’s with 365 
people from 
the Dannemark, includ­ 
ing eight of the 
crew of that ves­ 
sel. We had fine weather all the way to 
Philadelphia, and a remarkably small 
am ount of sickness on board, considering 
the crowded condition of our boat.” 


JOLLY CAPTAIN MURRILL. 
There was never a jollier tar aboard 
ship than Captain Hamilton M urrill, of 
the Missouri, appeared to be to-day. He 
was the lion of the day indeed, and 
through all the excitem ent and bother 
incident to 
so great a responsibility 
as he has bad upon his shoulders 
for the past sixteen days, he was 
the same affable, big-hearted mariner, 
who baa a kind word for everybody and 
whose modesty never for one moment 
forsook him . 
The steamer picked up on 
her way up the channel several tug-loads 
of representatives of the Thingvalla line, 
of Peter W right and Sons, agents, and 
of the leading newspapers of the country. 
Everybody was hurrying to and fro, 
getting what little of their possessions 
they had been able to save from the 
sinking steamer, and all displayed upon 
their ruddy faces every sign of joy at 
reaching terra firma sound and well. All 
of them had the same story to tell in refer­ 
ence to their treatm ent on either the boat 
Dannemark or the Missouri, and all 
were unstinted in their praise of the 
valor and chivalry displayed, which, to 
their m inds, made up largely for the 
enforced delay in their voyage. 


FEASTING THE RESCUED. 
From early morning crowds began to 
gather at the piers along the river front 
below where the Missouri landed her 
hum an cargo, and when she reached the 
first of these docks she was saluted in 
every possible way, answering with her 
heavy and sonorous whistle. 
When the 
boat finally touched at her pier, the work 
of disembarking was an easy task, and 
directly from the ship the passengers 
were conducted to a well-laden table, 
fully 200 feet in length, of which they 
had their dll of tho good things pro­ 
vided, a treat they had not looked for, 
but which was made doubly welcome.

Surveyor Fogarty, when he overhauled 
the laHt lot of contraband opium in 
Ahlf’s tannery in Butchertown, a few 
weeks ago, had reason to believe, from 
information obtained, that the lot was 
but a portion of a large quantity in 
China, which the smugglers proposed to 
smuggle into this port. 
The incoming 
steamers, since the Arabic arrived, have, 
therefore, been carefully watched. This 
morning Fogarty quietly boarded the 
Oceanic and 
commenced a dilligent 
search for opium. 
Several hours were 
consumed 
without any of the drug 
being found, 
but 
his efforts 
were 
finally rewarded by the finding of $5,376 
worth of the drug. In searching that part 
of the forecattle assigned to the Chinese 
steerage passengers, his suspicions were 
aroused.' A deputy was soon at work 
with a gimlet upon the boards o! the 
partition in the forcastle, and as the gim­ 
let passed in through the wood it en­ 
countered something which resisted its 
further course. Carpenters were at once 
put to work tearing down the wall, which 
revealed thirty-two packages, containing 
twenty-four tins'.of the best opium. Every 
package was carefully done up in oil­ 
skin and tied with rope, apparently for 
the purpose of letting them down from 
the side of the ship into the water, where 
they would be left concealed until the 
arrival of the smugglers’ boats.

E d ito rs I I k r a ld—'Very few people are 
aware of the beautiful resort within a 
few miles of the City of Los Angeles. 
Having been selected by a prominent 
mining man on last Saturday to examine 
his mines on Wilson’s Peak, we took the 
Santa Fe route to Sierra Madra, and 
then by a well graduated trail, com­ 
menced the ascent of the mouutains 
from the latter place at 3 p. m. on Satur­ 
day. At 5 p. m. we reached the well- 
known'^ astle” of Fred Staples, called the 
“half way house,” where we were well 
entertained. We arose the next morn­ 
ing at 5 and started for the peak, making 
the Hotel Stute, kept by Peta State, at 
7 o’clock, where we found the bar well 
stocked and a fine breakfast as any 
market can afford awaiting us. 
We 
ascended the peak one-half of a mile 
further on. 
Considering the attitude of 
6,666 feet which we had overcome in a 
distance of eight miles we found the trail 
good, water at convenient distances, 
crossing tbe trail, and the scen­ 
ery 
delightful. 
On 
the 
paak 
we found the Observatory nearing com­ 
pletion, and some of the most delightful 
views ever beheld. With the naked eye 
one could see Pasadena, Los Angeles and 
the smaller towns, and the ocean. Water 
was running from all the small ravines 
on tbe summit. 
We found, at this 
early date of the season, about 100 visit­ 
ors and campers on the summit, and the 
trkil was filled with people going down 
and coming up. Mr. Stute is now pre­ 
pared to accommodate 100, and next 
month will have accommodations for 
500. We then proceeded to examine the 
mines, the main object of oar visit. 
They were the Golden Rale, Black Spar

These attributed senti­ 
ments to the First Comptroller, ii 
true, must have made it unpleasant for 
him to continue in office unde r existing 
circumstances.

THE ARMES COURT MARTIAL.
